THE SHOOTING OF A SUPPOSED . 
-THIEF AT THE UNION DOCK, | .- 
Sag CORONER'S INQUEST. . : 
‘Tue Coroner’s. Inquest upon the body of 
the Chinaman, name unknown, shot by the 
Dock watchman, .at‘ the Dock early yes- 
terday motning, was held yeaterday after- 
noon,{1éth) atthe Civil Hospital.- Jurors :— 
Messrs. F. .G. Young, J... W, Terry, and 
Francis Francis, f 
Sikh P.O. Peer Bux atated that, hear- 
ing a shot as he went on duty, he went to 
the.watchman Feroze, who admitted at once 
that he firad the shot, as ‘flaliloonge” were 
about ;-Feroze.said he fired at a number of 
thieves, who came to the yard in a boat. 


Dr. Cochran stated that, on examination," 


he found a number of wounds on the right 
hip and.thigh and one of two small wounds 
on the feet, 
pit of the abdomen, one of which pone-. 
trated sthe wall, and - several other parts, 
of the bowels. 
healthy. Death must have resulted. from 
the small_shot wounds in the’ abdomen, 
‘The shot went quite through the bowels, 

P. 0. Gowan recapitulated the facts ‘a3 
given in onr previous notice of the affair, 
and added that hé had aeou the same.man 
(deceased) about a fortnight before, more 
than once in the hut in which le was fouud.
